The strikers 
claim twenty new accessions to their 
ranks from thol'lum Oreek mines today. 
A careful estimate of the men now at 
work in that mine shows 215 out of the 
usual total of 28>j. No work was done 
at the Oak Hill or Sandy Oreek mines. 
The "company" was reduced ia numbers 
today by 300 men. Tbe; were sent to 
their homes for two reasons — to lessen 
expenses and because the men were not 
inclined to respond to the numerous 
inarc.'::r>g orders imposed upon them. 
The CHID p has been coating $300 a day 
to keep it In pro vision 0, etc., being at 
the rate of 1 cetitu »er day per man, as 
against ut cents per day in the National 
Guard encainpmente. The camp ia now 
und IT strict military discipline, and 
everything 
IB moving like clockwork.

LosfJOA*, August 5.— Tho South Afri- 


can policy of the British government 
WHB subjected to :in attack in tho boueu 
of commons today by Sir Wilfred Law- 
son, liberal, who also gave Cecil Rhodes 
n ahap prodding. Calling attention to 
tho attitude of tho secretary of state, 
Mr, Cuatiiberlin, towarda South Africa, 
Sir Wilfred Lawson classed the latter's 
policy as being "dangerous and de- 
structive to our reputation abroad." 


In referring to Cecil Rhodes, Sir Wil- 


fred remarked that the ex- premier of 
Cape Colony waa guilty of treachery, 
betrayal of bis sovereign and disloyalty 
to his colleagues. 


Continuing, Sir Wilfred explained 


that Mr. Khodee' guilt consisted in 
"falsely writing a letter which was very 
like a forgery, involving bloodshed, 
murder and confusion in many parts of 
the world." 


"Yet," added Sir Wilfred, "all lias 


been indorsed by Mr. Ohainberlin, who 
has placed the house of commons in the 
degrading position of declaring Mr. 
Rhodes to be an honorable man, aa 
making Great Britain tho laughing- 
stock of all nations."

WASHINGTON, August •!.— Incited by 


newspaper publicatione recently tend- 
ing to throw doubts upon the ownership 
of the Klondyko gold fields, some of t e 
big government ofliciala who wore natu- 
rally expected to deal wiili the qliefl- 
tion if it comes to a practical issue, 
lave been quietly looking into the mat- 
ter with a view to preparing themselves 
for any controversy that might arise. 
Their views aro in substance that there 
can be no valid objection advanced to 
the title of Great Britain to this terri- 
tory. A careful examination of all U e 
re iablo charts and maos madg far 
enough back in date to "be free from 
luspicion of influence by the recent 
leavy gold finds have convinced t iceo 
ollicers that so far as the Klondyke 
lields, as defined by tho latest reports 
are concerned there can be no question 
but that they lie east of the 141st 
meridian which defines the boundary 
ine, and ao ore wittiiii British territory 
by about thirty-five miles at least. AB 
or the meridian itself it ia said that it 
iaa been BO closely located by the sur- 
vey nf the Canadians and uur own coast 
urvey that there ia not at any point 
difference of more than 700 feet in tho 
laimed boundary, which of course 
would not affect any controversy that 
might grow out of the line.
